‘underdevelop ed’ country as a 
‘tabula rasa’, a nearly blank 
slate, In which modern (Ameri­ 
can) Institutions need only be 
Introduced, and that good will, 
hard work and technical k now­ 
how will fast see it through to 
p rosp erity .” 
We forget, he say s, that these 
countries 
are 
“ underdevel­ 
op ed” only In terms of our own 
sp ecific form of economic or­ 
ganization. 
They have highly 
comp lex , if p rimitiv e, economic 
sy stems, as well as p olitical, 
social, artistic and religious 
traditions often far older than 
our own. 
“ Such a community in which 
I work ed,” say s David, “ was 
an ex tremely comp lex aggre­ 
gate of individuals, families 
and larger group ings, each with 
their own interest to p rotect 
and advance, highly sop histi­ 
cated 
in 
motivation and be­ 
hav ior, together creating a cul­ 
ture unlik e any thing we had 
k nown in America.” 
Such a community is no “blank 
slate.” In fact, if the voluntaer 
is to be successful at all In 
help ing these p eop le with their 
p roblems, it Is he who must be 
the blank slate. He must stand 
still, look and listen. 
He must, say s this y oung man 
who was there, be willing to 
say , “ I k now nothing. Tell me, 
teach 
me about y our com­ 
munity .”

The Great Lak es region, long 
a leading area for commerce 
and industry , realized substan­ 
tial p op ulation gains in the 10 
y ears from 1950 to 1960, statis­ 
ticians said today . 
AU but four of the 22 large 
standard metrop olitan statisti­ 
cal areas in that region showed 
p op ulation gains above the na­ 
tional average. Each standard 
metrop olitan statistical area 
contains at least one central city 
of 50,000 or more p eop le, to­ 
gether with surrounding areas 
which are link ed economically 
to the city . 
The largest p op ulation growth 
in the Great Lak es region was 
in the Lorain-Ely ria area which 
showed an increase of 46.8 
p ercent during the decade. Nex t 
were the Gary -Hammond-East 
Chicago and the Kenosha areas, 
with gains of two-fifths and 
one-third, resp ectively . For the 


p op ulation Increased 22.4 p er­ 
cent, from 16,179,000 In 1950 
to 19,796,000 In 1960 the statis­ 
ticians said. 
Smallest relative growth oc­ 
curred in the Duluth-Sup erior, 
Erie, Toledo and South Bend 
areas where p op ulation In­ 
creases ranged from 9.4 to 
16.4 p ercent, comp ared with an 
18.5 p ercent rise for the country 
as a whole. 
According to the statisticians, 
the nonwhite p op ulation In every 
standard metrop olitan a re a 
around the Great Lak es grew 
much more rap idly than the 
white p op ulation. In all the areas 
together, increases for bote 
group s were 67.7 and 18.2p er­ 
cent, resp ectively . Much of the 
nonwhite p op ulation growth was 
attributed to migration. 
“ With the p orts from Duluth, 
Minnesota to Oswego, New York 
now more effectively link ed to 
world trade by the St. Lawrence 
Seaway , it ap p ears lik ely that 
the Great Lak es region will 
continue to grow in the y ears 
ahead,” the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

It is doubtful that the trade 
ex p erts negotiating in Geneva 
under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade will be 
overly imp ressed by the advice 
given them by the Committee for 
Economic Develop ment, a group 
of American businessmen and 
economists. It is good advice— 
from an American p oint of view. 
For ex amp le, it stresses the 
demand for a 50 p er cent across 
-the-board cut in tariffs. But 
since a considerable number of 
our tariffs are well above the 
Europ ean levels, it is unrealis­ 
tic to p ress for this unless al­ 
lowances are made for the more 
serious disp arities. Indeed, if 
we do not do so, we may p ush 
'the Europ eans toward a p ro­ 
tectionism which so far they 
have tried to avoid. The Ken­ 
nedy round in Geneva still can 
be a success, but only if all 
involved resp ect the p rincip le 
of mutuality .

“ Chiefly — more traffic,” is 
the answer given by the Na­ 
tional Safety Council. 
The 
Council 
listed 
other 
causes of driver confusion in 
city traffic: 
Hundred of signs here, there 
and every where: Do Not Enter, 
One Way , Turn Left from Left 
of Island on Green Arrow Only , 
Yield Right-of-Way to Pedes­ 
trians. 
An up setting collection of 
noises -roaring buses,blaring 
horns, shrill p olicemen’s whis- 
tles. 
“ It’s enough to mak e the 
visitor from the rural area give 
up and head for home,” com­ 
mented the Council. 
While the age-old p icture of 
the rural resident certainly is 
outdated, said the Council, city 
driving can be terrify ing and 
hazardous to p eop le from farms 
and small communities — and to 
city folk s as well. 
“ It’s largely p sy chological, of 
course,” observed the Council. 
“ City driving, for the inex ­ 
p erienced, is p retty grim busi­ 
ness,” it said. 
“ Rule No. 1 is — don’t p anic! 
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into 100 billion p ap er facial 
tissues? 

Well, I 
am told that the p etrel is the 
most abundant bird in the 
world.

queens outlived their useful­ 
ness? That question must have 
gone through the minds of many 
guests at the wedding of King 
Constantine and Princess Anne- 
Marie of Denmark , as the great­ 
est conglomeration of roy alty 
ev er 
seen in 
this 
century 
p araded down a long corridor 
between stately cy p ress trees 
in the roy al garden in Athens. 


It was a fairy -tale setting. 
Lights In the trees around the 
roy al p alace gave it a magic 
beauty . It was as if mundane 
man had bogged down with the 
■p roblems of modern civ iliza­ 
tion and suddenly found him­ 
self in the k ingdom of Oz. 


The k ing and fairy p rincess 
stood at the head of that long 
double line of guests under the 
cy p ress trees, while the band 
p lay ed Greek and Danish na­ 
tional anthems. And the crick ets 
in the trees, not to be outdone, 
comp eted with the band, chirp ­ 
ing a national anthem of their 
own. 
Then the p arade of roy alty 
began. There <vas Queen Mother 
Frederik a, ravishing in a blue 
gown, p roud of her y oung son; 
and King Frederick II of Den­ 
mark , father of the bride; and 
King Olvav of Norway ; and King 
Gustav VI of Sweden, tall and 
slightly stoop ed, still a tennis 
p lay er at the age of 82. There 
was handsome Prince Philip 
of England, hirr >lf a Greek , 
with his son, t 
nie Prince 
Charles, who arr 
In Athens 
with a Beatle n p of hair, 
but who was p ersuaded by his 
father to get a haircut before; 
the wedding. Not p ersauded by 
the wedding. Not p ersuaded was 
Prince George Radzlwill, who 
marched down the line look ing 
as if he were ready to cry out, 
“ Yeah, Yeah, Yeah!” 
King Hussein of Jordan es­ 
corted his blonde English wife. 
He is an absolute monarch who 
has instituted land reforms and 
given his p eop le p rogressiv e 
gov ernment. And there were 
King Baudoin of the Belgians, 
and the King of Thailand, who 
lik es to p lay the sax op hone 
but got no chance to reliev e 
any members of the orchestra. 
So the march of k ings con­ 
tinued. They rubbed shoulders 
with top communists from Rus­ 
sia and the Balk ans; Mijalk o 


Todorovic, Vice President of 
the 
Jugoslav 
National As­ 
sembly ; Nudo Georgev, Vice 
President of the Bulgarian Na­ 
tional Assembly , and Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s sp ecial ambassador, Luis 
Amado Blanco Y, Fernandez, 
who is also Castro’s envoy to 
the Vatican. They mingled with 
Jaunty 
Juliana, the amp le- 
bosomed Queen of the Nether­ 
lands, whose gray ing hair and 
steel-rimmed sp ectacles con­ 
trasted with those y outhful day s 
when she wheeled a baby carri­ 
age as war ex ile in London’s 
Hy de Park . 
Significantly , the first three, 
monarchs of Denmark , Norway , 
and Sweden all reign ov er so­ 
cialist 
labor 
governments. 
Prince Philip and his consort 
Queen Elizabeth may be p re­ 
siding ov er a labor government 
in England nex t month and King 
Constantine already is reigning 
ov er a left-of-center gov ern­ 
ment in Greece. 
Therefore the answer to the 
question, “ Have k ings become 
outdated?” Is that as long as 
k ings remain adjustable, roll 
with p unches, and adap t them­ 
selv es to changing times, they 
constitute an imp ortant balance 
wheel for stable government 
during a transition from 
one 
cabinet to another, and are a 
sentimental link with the p ast. 
Furthermore, many have shown 
great dedication to their p eop le, 
as did the late King Paul of 
Greece, 
who 
refused to be 
op erated on for cancer last y ear 
because elections were coming 
and he feared any alarmist news 
regarding his condition might 
influence the election results. 
ATHENS MERRY-GO-ROUND 
The most glaring ex amp le of 
nep otism In the United States 
administration is Hubert Hum­ 
p hrey ’s sister. Thank s to her 
influential brother, she got a job 
in the state dep artment, where 
she draws a salary for getting 
into p eop le’s hair. To get her 
out of their hair state dep art­ 
ment officials send her on as 
many trip s as p ossible, where 
she gets in the foreign dig­ 
nitaries’ hair. She should be 
fired or k ep t In a small office 
as far from the p ublic as p os­ 
sible. Instead she is now hold­ 
ing forth learnedly In Athens 
. . .Bill Hellis of New Orleans, 
sp ecial ambassador for the 
Greek wedding, almost made the 


same mistak e Harry Vaughan 
made in the Truman adminis­ 
tration by wearing a foreign 
decoration without authoriza­ 
tion. Bill got a beautiful crim­ 
son order of St. George from 
King Constantine, but was re­ 
minded of Article I of the Con­ 
stitution. However, an ex change 
of cables with Washington got 
the ruling that Hellis is only 
a temp orary , unp aid ambasso- 
dor. 
Ly nda 
Bird 
Johnson, 
who 
wowed 
every one 
in Greece, 
couldn’t understand one p rob­ 
lem. She was not p ermitted to 
sign a book given to King Con­ 
stantine by the American Le­ 
gation as a wedding p resent. 
She wanted to sign and felt 
hurt when she was ex cluded. 
Finally it was ex p lained that 
under a Greek Orthodox cus­ 
tom, a single lady cannot ad­ 
dress a gift to a single man 
. . .LBJ scrimp s on trans­ 
p ortation even when it comes 
to his daughter. Ly nda got no 
sp ecial p lane to Athens and 
had to fly commercial. When 
congressman Mik e Feighan of 
Cleveland junk ets abroad, he 
tries to get sp ecial p lanes and 
frequently succeeds. 
THE AMERICANIZATION OF 
ATHENS 
Athens has become more and 
more 
Americanized. 
Greek 
Americans returning to their 
old homeland are p artly re­ 
sp onsible as Is also the tre- 
rhendous Influx of American 
tourists. Across the p laza from 
the Parliament Building y ou 
can see a large electric sign, 
“ Esso Pap p as,” which signals 
the most ambitious American- 
Greek p roject so far, the en­ 
terp rise of 
Tom 
Pap p as of 
Boston in building a steel mill, 
refinery and 
p etrochemical 
p lants in northern Greece. Al­ 
ready filling stations are being 
built 
featuring 
Esso Pap p as 
gasoline. 
This p roject, incidentally , is 
being done entirely indep endent 
of government financing. Tur­ 
k ey got $120,000,000 in U. S. 
loans through Tom Dewey to 
build a steel mill, but Pap p as 
is not tap p ing either the Greek 
or American government tills. 
All over Athens modern hotels, 
modern traffic sy stems, and 
beautiful 
ap artments Indicate 
the Greek march to material 
p rogress.

Even in resi­ 
dential areas, y ou may find the 
streets solidly lined with p ark ed 
cars—so beware of children 
darting into the street. 
7. Remember — to turn left 
from a one - way street It’s 
necessary to be in the far left 
lane. And p assing on the right 
is p ermitted in multi-lane traf­ 
fic moving in one direction. So 
watch out for cars overtak ing 
y ou on the right.

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Ultra Leftists Flock To Hoffa’s 
Defense. 
Washington, D. C.: — Em­ 
battled Jimmie Hoffa’s most 
loy al legions are on the left 
flank of the land. It is Intrigu­ 
ing that some of the loudest 
last hurrahs for the man who 
is still technically the Team­ 
sters’ chief come from men who 
seek dealings with the Chinese 
Communist government and the 
Soviet “ ap p arat.” 
These are men who have been 
called Communist activists by 
sworn witnesses in the courts 
and before congressional com­ 
mittees. These are men who 
have traveled with world Com­ 
munist labor leaders across 
the globe and some of whom 
have been so ap p reciated by 
the Russians that they were 
made honorary members of the 
Soviet trade union federation. 
It is with these men, and 
their unions, that Jim Hoffa 
has tied his union in written 
p acts calling for joint action 
-- industrial and p olitical. It 
Is all on the record. There­ 
fore, their defense of him is 
understandable. But the lack of 
curiosity on the p art of the 
Teamsters who have been drawn 
into these alliances is not quite 
so comp rehensible. 
If they , and the p ublic, look ed 
closely they would discover that 
one of the most active of those 
raising 
defense 
funds, dis­ 
tributing literature and sp eak ­ 
ing in behalf of Hoffa Is Harry 
Bridges, head of the Pacific 
Coast longshoremen’s union. 
Also active is Bridges’ col­ 
league Louis Goldblatt, bril­ 
liant strategist and secretary - 
treasurer 
of Bridges’ long­ 
shoremen. 
Who is Harry Bridges, de­ 
fender of the faith for Jimmie 
Hoffa? 
He is, for ex amp le, 
the man who help ed to launch 
the “ All Pacific and Asia Dock - 
work ers Trade Union Confer­ 
ence” in the Orient. It has been 
meeting regularly in Tok y o. 
Amongst its resolutions are 
demands for the abolition of all 
U. S. military bases in Jap an, 
and charges that there are slave 
labor conditions in the vital 
U. S. base in Ok inawa. 
It is Harry Bridges who is 
leading the drive for op en re­ 
lations with Pek ing.

Trade Unions — once labeled 
by former CIA 
chief Allan 
Dulles as the conduit of money 
and manp ower in the global 
fight against the U.S. 
It is Harry Bridges who is 
in the advance guard or rank - 
and - file committees and na­ 
tional defense committees for 
Jim Hoffa. 
And who 
i s Bridges’ col­ 
league Louis Goldblatt? Part 
of the answer is in a con­ 
frontation between the crusad­ 
ing Senator McClellan and Mr. 
Goldblatt on July 10, 1959. The 
Senator ask ed Goldblatt: 
“ Now I will ask y ou If y ou 
have In the p ast, any time in 
the p ast since y ou have been 
a member of a union, have y ou 
been a member of the Com­ 
munist Party ?” 
Goldblatt, even then a de­ 
fender of Hoffa, took the fifth 
and refused to answer. 
Later, Goldblatt was ask ed If 
he had written and p ublished a 
p amp hlet which said in p art: 
“ We in the U. S. under the 
leadership of the Communist 
Party . . . shaU overthrow 
cap italism and build a work ers 
and farmers government — a 
Soviet America.” 
Again Goldblatt took the fifth. 
It is reasonable to Inquire 
about the affinity between such 
men and the leader of the na­ 
tion’s big motor transp ort un­ 
ion. 
It is germane to p oint out, too, 
that the Work er, clarion of the 
Communists 
of America, 
sp eak s well of Hoffa 
and 
champ ions his cause. 
Add to all this the fact, long 
ago rep orted here and con­ 
firmed a few day s ago by the 
Senate Internal Security Subi 
committee, that Hoffa dug into

same union has been charged 
by the Subversive Activities 
Control Board with being heav­ 
ily Communist infiltrated.

Pravada, official 
newspaper of the Communist party of the 
Soviet Union, reported that Communist China 
was earning $500 million a year from illicit 
opium traffic and was using the proceeds to 
finance Chinese propaganda and subversive 
activity all over the world.

“ The 
problem 
with 
this 
image," writes David Szanton, 
now a student at the University 
of Chicago, 
“ is that 
most 
Americans tend to think of an 
‘underdeveloped’ country as a 
‘tabula rasa’, a nearly blank 
slate, in which modern (Ameri­ 
can) institutions need only be 
introduced, and that good will, 
hard work and technical know­ 
how will fast see it through to 
prosperity." 
We forget, he says, that these 
countries 
are 
“ underdevel­ 
oped" only in terms of our own 
specific form of economic or­ 
ganization. 
They have highly 
complex, ifprimitive, economic 
systems, as well as political, 
social, artistic and religious 
traditions often far older than 
our own. 
“ Such a community in which 
I worked," says David, “ was 
an extremely complex aggre­ 
gate of individuals, families 
and larger groupings, each with 
their own interest to protect 
and advance, highly sophisti­ 
cated 
in 
motivation and be­ 
havior, together creating a cul­ 
ture unlike anything we had 
known in America." 
Such a community is no “ blank 
slate." In fact, if the voluntaer 
is to be successful at all in 
helping these people with their 
problems, it is he who must be 
the blank slate. He must stand 
still, look and listen.

The Great Lakes region, long 
a leading area for commerce 
and industry, realized substan­ 
tial population gains in the 10 
years from 1950 to 1960, statis­ 
ticians said today. 
All but four of the 22 large 
standard metropolitan statisti­ 
cal areas in that region showed 
population gains above the na­ 
tional average. Each standard 
metropolitan statistical area 
contains at least one central city 
of 50,000 or more people, to­ 
gether with surrounding areas 
which are linked economically 
to the city. 
The largest population growth 
in the Great Lakes region was 
in the Lorain-Elyria area which 
showed an increase of 46.8 
percent during the decade. Next 
were the Gary-Hammond-East 
Chicago and the Kenosha areas, 
with gains of two-fifths and 
one-third, respectively. For the 


population Increased 22.4 per­ 
cent, from 16,179,000 In 1950 
to 19,796,000 In I960 the statis­ 
ticians said. 
Smallest relative growth oc­ 
curred in the Duluth-Superior, 
Erie, Toledo and South Bend 
areas where population 
In­ 
creases ranged from 9.4 to 
16.4 percent, compared with an 
18.5 percent rise for the country 
as a whole. 
According to the statisticians, 
the nonwhite population in every 
standard metropolitan 
a r e a 
around the Great Lakes grew 
much more rapidly than the 
white population. In all the areas 
together, Increases for both 
groups were 67.7 and 18.2 per­ 
cent, respectively. Much of the 
nonwhite population growth was 
attributed to migration. 
“ With the ports from Duluth, 
Minnesota to Oswego, New York 
now more effectively linked to 
world trade by the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, it appears likely that 
the Great Lakes region will 
continue to grow in the years 
ahead,” the statisticians con­ 
cluded. *

It is doubtful that the trade 
experts negotiating In Geneva 
under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade will be 
overly impressed by the advice 
given them by the Committee for 
Economic Development, a group 
of American businessmen and 
economists. It is good advice— 
from an American point of view. 
For example, it stresses the 
demand for a 50 per cent across 
-the-board cut In tariffs. But 
since a considerable number of 
our tariffs are well above the 
European levels, It is unrealis­ 
tic to press for this unless al­ 
lowances are made for the more 
serious disparities. Indeed, if 
we do not do so, we may push 
'the Europeans toward a pro­ 
tectionism which so far they 
have tried to avoid.

kings and 
queens outlived their useful­ 
ness? That question must have 
gone through the minds of many 
guests at the wedding of King 
Constantine and Princess Anne- 
Marie of Denmark, as the great­ 
est conglomeration of royalty 
ever 
seen in 
this century 
paraded down a long corridor 
between stately cypress trees 
in the royal garden in Athens. 


It was a fairy-tale setting. 
Lights in the trees around the 
royal palace gave it a magic 
beauty. It was as if mundane 
man had bogged down with the 
■problems of modern civiliza­ 
tion and suddenly found him­ 
self in the kingdom of Oz. 


The king and fairy princess 
stood at the head of that long 
double line of guests under the 
cypress trees, while the band 
played Greek and Danish na­ 
tional anthems. And the crickets 
in the trees, not to be outdone, 
competed with the band, chirp­ 
ing a national anthem of their 
own. 
Then the parade of royalty 
began. There *as Queen Mother 
Frederika, ravishing in a blue 
gown, proud of her young son; 
and King Frederick II of Den­ 
mark, father of the bride; and 
King Olvav of Norway; and King 
Gustav VI of Sweden, tall and 
slightly stooped, still a tennis 
player at the age of 82. There 
was handsome Prince Philip 
of England, hirr 'If a Greek, 
with his son, t 
nie Prince 
Charles, who arr 
in Athens 
with a Beatle n p of hair, 
but who was persuaded by his 
father to get a haircut before 
the wedding. Not persauded by 
the wedding. Not persuaded was 
Prince George Radziwill, who 
marched down the line looking 
as if he were ready to cry out, 
“ Yeah, Yeah, Yeah!” 
King Hussein of Jordan es­ 
corted his blonde English wife. 
He is an absolute monarch who 
has Instituted land reforms and 
given his people progressive 
government. And there were 
King Baudoin of the Belgians, 
and the King of Thailand, who 
likes to play the saxophone 
but got no chance to relieve 
any members of the orchestra. 
So the march of kings con­ 
tinued. Hiey rubbed shoulders 
with top communists from Rus­ 
sia and the Balkans; Mijalko 


Todorovic, Vice President of 
the 
Jugoslav 
National As­ 
sembly; Nudo Georgev, Vice 
President of the Bulgarian Na­ 
tional Assembly, and Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s special ambassador, Luis 
Amado Blanco Y. Fernandez, 
who is also Castro’s envoy to 
the Vatican. They mingled with 
Jaunty 
Juliana, the ample- 
bosomed Queen of the Nether­ 
lands, whose graying hair and 
steel-rimmed spectacles con­ 
trasted with those youthful days 
when she wheeled a baby carri­ 
age as war exile in London’s 
Hyde Park. 
Significantly, the first three, 
monarchs of Denmark, Norway, 
and Sweden all reign over so­ 
cialist 
labor 
governments. 
Prince Philip and his consort 
Queen Elizabeth may be pre­ 
siding over a labor government 
in England next month and King 
Constantine already is reigning 
over a left-of-center govern­ 
ment in Greece. 
Therefore the answer to the 
question, “ Have kings become 
outdated?" Is that as long as 
kings remain adjustable, roll 
with punches, and adapt them­ 
selves to changing times, they 
constitute an important balance 
wheel for stable government 
during a transition from one 
cabinet to another, and are a 
sentimental link with the past. 
Furthermore, many have shown 
great dedication to their people, 
as did the late King Paul of 
Greece, who 
refused to be 
operated on for cancer last year 
because elections were coming 
and he feared any alarmist news 
regarding his condition might 
influence the election results. 
ATHENS MERRY-GO-ROUND 
The most glaring example of 
nepotism in the United States 
administration is Hubert Hum­ 
phrey’s sister. Thanks to her 
influential brother, she got a job 
in the state department, where 
she draws a salary for getting 
into people’s hair.

Washington, D. C.: — Em­ 
battled Jimmie Hoffa's most 
loyal legions are on the left 
flank of the land. It is intrigu­

It is with these men, and 
their unions, that Jim Hoffa 
has tied his union in written 
pacts calling for joint action 
-- industrial and political. It 
is all on the record.

It is Harry Bridges who is 
in the advance guard or rank- 
and - file committees and na­ 
tional defense committees for 
Jim Hoffa. 
And who 
i s Bridges’ col­ 
league Louis Goldblatt? Part 
of the answer is in a con­ 
frontation between the crusad­ 
ing Senator McClellan and Mr. 
Goldblatt on July 10, 1959. The 
Senator asked Goldblatt: 
“ Now I will ask you if you 
have in the past, any time in 
the past since you have been 
a member of a union, have you 
been a member of the Com­ 
munist Party?” 
Goldblatt, even then a de­ 
fender of Hoffa, took the fifth 
and refused to answer.

defense of some of Its leaders 
who have been convicted on 
charges of filing false anti­ 
communist 
affidavits. 
This 
same union has been charged 
by the Subversive Activities 
Control Board with being heav­ 
ily Communist infiltrated. 
This has been developing for 
years. Now the Senate group 
calls it a “ clear and present 
danger.” 
This is not a partisan report. 
It is signed by political lead­ 
ers of all persuasions in the 
Senate. Their opinions should 
not be lost on the public — not 
even during these hectic hours 
in our national political life. 
What Is the

The decision of the Food and 
Drug Administration to perm it 
the return of an antidepressant 
drug 
to the market was sup­ 
ported today in an editorial in 
the Journal of the American 
. Medical Association. 
The prescription drug, trany­ 
lcypromine sulfate (Parnate), 
was taken off the market last 
February by its manufacturer, 
Smith IGine and French Lab­ 
oratories, Philadelphia, “ after 
strong pressure from the FDA, 
but under firm protest by the 
company,” according to the edi­ 
torial, signed ty the AM A De­ 
partm ent of Drugs. 
Shortly before a public hear­ 
ing on the matter was to be held 
the editorial said the FDA an­ 
nounced that, after further re ­ 
view and study, it was perm it­ 
ting the drug to return to the 
market on the condition that 
the manufacturer call adequate 
attention to all potential hazards 
associated with the drug. 
Commenting 
on 
the FDA’s 
handling of the situation, the 
editorial said, “ the New Drug 
Amendments of 1962 and the 
regulations they have engen­ 
dered have thrust tremendous 
administrative responsibilities 
on an agency which is inade­ 
quately staffed and which has 
been compelled to recruit per­ 
sonnel who have not yet had 
tim e to become adequately ex­ 
perienced. It is understandable 
that 
they 
become extremely 
concerned about a drug, the tox­ 
icity of w'hich apparently was 
enhanced by concurrent and/or 
consecutive use of other agents 
and even by cheese and beer, 
to a degree not heretofore so 
well documented, at least in 
man. 
“ It is to the credit of the new 
medical director of the FDA, 
Joseph F. Sadusk, Jr., M.D., 
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that the tranylcypromine con­ 
troversy, which he inherit ed, 
appehrs to have been resol ved 
by an objective appraisal of the 
medical 
and 
scientific 
data 
available.” 
The history of medicine lias 
demonstrated clearly that the 
medical 
profession--when 
it 
has the facts—can be trusted to 
utilize hazardous substances in 
the best interests of the patient, 
the editorial continued. 
“ It would be well for the FDA 
to bear this in mind and to us.e 1 
its regulatory power with dis;- 
cretion in any area in which 
a significant segment of the 
medical profession agrees tha t 
a drug, even though potentiall y 
hazardous and having a certain 
risk in its use, can be used 
effectively to the best interests 
of patients. It appears from Dr. 
Sadusk’s 
disposition 
of 
the 
tranylcypromine problem that 
he is aware of this, and tha t 
he realizes the difference be­ 
tween an educational problem 
(requiring an appropriate ed­ 
ucational approach for solution) 
and an imminent public health 
problem (requiring prompt, de­ 
cisive, regulatory action).” 
The editorial also pointed out 
the importance 
of physicians 
keeping themselves informed on 
th e potential 
benefit-to-risk 
ratio of drugs. 
Reliable data on drugs are pub­ 
lished as monographs in JAMA 
and are compiled and updated 
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annually in a bound volume (New 
and Nonofficial Drugs) under the 
auspices of the AM A Council 
on Drugs, it was pointed out. 
Another source of information 
is the package 
insert accom­ 
panying each drug which is the 
result of discussion among in­ 
dustry and FDA physicians and 
scientists. 
An 
updated 
monograph 
on 
tranylcypromine 
sulfate, p re­ 
pared by the Council on Drugs, 
is published in the same issue 
of the Journal. The monograph 
incorporates all significant new 
data on the product, for the guid­ 
ance of physicians in prescrib­ 
ing for patients.

‘underdeveloped’ country as a 
‘tabula rasa’, a nearly blank 
slate, in which modern (Ameri­ 
can) institutions need only be 
introduced, and that good will, 
hard work and technical know­ 
how will fast see it through to 
prosperity.” 
We forget, he says, that these 
countries 
are 
“ underdevel­ 
oped” only in term s of our own 
specific form of economic o r­ 
ganization. 
They have highly 
complex, if primitive, economic 
system s, as well as political, 
social, artistic and religious 
traditions often far older than 
our own. 
“ Such a community in which 
I worked,” says David, “ was 
an extremely 
complex aggre­ 
gate of individuals, families 
and larger groupings, each with 
their own interest to protect 
and advance, highly sophisti­ 
cated 
in 
motivation and be­ 
havior, together creating a cul­ 
ture unlike anything we had 
known in America.” 
Such a community is no “ blank 
slate.” In fact, if the voluntser 
is to be successful at all in 
helping these people with their 
problem s, it is he who must be 
the blank slate. He must stand 
still, look and listen. 
He must, says this young man 
who was there, be willing to 
say, “ I know nothing.

Each standard 
metropolitan 
statistical area 
contains at least one central city 
of 50,000 or more people, to­ 
gether with surrounding areas 
which are linked economically 
to the city. 
The largest population growth 
in the Great Lakes region was 
in the Lorain-Elyria area which 
showed an increase of 46.8 
percent during the decade. Next 
were the Gary-Hammond-East 
Chicago and the Kenosha areas, 
with gains of two-fifths and 
one-third, respectively.

population increased 22.4 per­ 
cent, from 16,179,000 In 1950 
to 19,796,000 in 1960 the statis­ 
ticians said. 
Smallest relative growth oc­ 
curred in the Duluth-Superior,

creases ranged from 9.4 to 
16.4 percent, compared with an 
18.5 percent rise for the country 
as a whole.

white population. In all the areas 
together, increases for both 
groups were 67.7 and 18.2 per­ 
cent, respectively.

“ With the ports from Duluth, 
Minnesota to Oswego, New York 
now more effectively linked to 
world trade by the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, It appears likely that 
the Great Lakes region will 
continue to grow in the years 
ahead,” the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

seen in

century 
paraded down a long corridor 
between stately cypress trees 
in the royal garden in Athens. 


It was a fairy-tale setting. 
Lights in the trees around the 
royal palace gave it a magic 
beauty. It was as if mundane 
man had bogged down with the 
•problems of modern civiliza­ 
tion and suddenly found him­ 
self in the kingdom of Oz. 


The king and fairy princess 
stood at the head of that long 
double line of guests under the 
cypress trees, while the band 
played Greek and Danish na­ 
tional anthems. And the crickets 
in the trees, not to be outdone, 
competed with the band, chirp­ 
ing a national anthem of their 
own. 
Then the parade of royalty 
began. There >vas Queen Mother 
Frederika, ravishing in a blue 
gown, proud of her young son; 
and King Frederick II of Den­ 
mark, father of the bride; and 
King Olvav of Norway; and King 
Gustav VI of Sweden, tall and 
slightly stooped, still a tennis 
player at the age of 82. There 
was handsome Prince Philip 
of England, him 'lf a Greek, 
with his son, t 
Me Prince 
Charles, who a rr 
in Athens 
with a Beatle 
i i p of hair, 
but who was persuaded by his 
father to get a haircut before 
the wedding. Not persauded by 
the wedding. Not persuaded was 
Prince George Radziwill, who 
marched down the line looking 
as if he were ready to cry out, 
“ Yeah, Yeah, Yeah!” 
King Hussein of Jordan es­ 
corted his blonde English wife. 
He is an absolute monarch who 
has instituted land reform s and 
given his people progressive 
government. 
And there were 
King Baudoin of the Belgians, 
and the King of Thailand, who 
likes to play the saxophone 
but got no chance to relieve 
any members of the orchestra. 
So the march of kings con­ 
tinued. TTiey rubbed shoulders 
with top communists from Rus­ 
sia and the Balkans; Mijalko 


Todorovic, Vice President of 
the 
Jugoslav 
National As­ 
sembly; Nudo Georgev, Vice 
President of the Bulgarian Na­ 
tional Assembly, and Fidel cas- 
tro’s special ambassador, Luis 
Amado Blanco Y. Fernandez, 
who is also Castro’s envoy to 
the Vatican. They mingled with 
Jaunty 
Juliana, 
the 
ample- 
bosomed Queen of the Nether­ 
lands, whose graying hair and 
steel-rim m ed spectacles con­ 
trasted with those youthful days 
when she wheeled a baby c a rri­ 
age as war exile in London’s 
Hyde Park. 
Significantly, the first three, 
monarchs of Denmark, Norway, 
and Sweden all reign over so­ 
cialist 
labor 
governments. 
Prince Philip and his consort 
Queen Elizabeth may be pre­ 
siding over a labor government 
in England next month and King 
Constantine already is reigning 
over a left-of-center govern­ 
ment in Greece. 
Therefore the answer to the 
question, “ Have kings become 
outdated?” Is that as long as 
kings remain adjustable, roll 
with punches, and adapt them­ 
selves to changing tim es, they 
constitute an important balance 
wheel for stable government 
during a transition from 
one 
cabinet to another, and are a 
sentimental link with the past. 
Furtherm ore, many have shown 
great dedication to their people, 
as did the late King Paul of 
Greece, 
who 
refused to be 
operated on for cancer last year 
because elections were coming 
and he feared any alarm ist news 
regarding his condition might 
influence the election results.

MERRY-GO-ROUND 
The most glaring example of 
nepotism in the United States 
administration is Hubert Hum­ 
phrey’s sister. Thanks to her 
influential brother, she got a job 
in the state department, where 
she draws a salary for getting 
into people’s hair. To get her 
out of their hair state depart­ 
ment officials send her on as 
many trips as possible, where 
she gets in the foreign dig­ 
nitaries’ hair, She should be 
fired or kept in a small office 
as far from the public as pos­ 
sible.

She wanted to sign and felt 
hurt when she was excluded. 
Finally it was explained that 
under a Greek Orthodox cus­ 
tom, a single lady cannot ad­ 
dress a gift to a single man 
. . .LBJ scrim ps on trans­ 
portation even when it comes 
to his daughter. Lynda got no 
special plane to Athens and 
had to fly commercial. When 
congressman Mike Feighan of 
Cleveland junkets abroad, he 
tries to get special planes and 
frequently succeeds.

build a steel mill, but Pappas 
is not tapping either the Greek 
or American government tills. 
All over Athens modern hotels, 
modern traffic systems, and 
beautiful 
apartments indicate 
the Greek march to material 
progress.

Washington, D. C.: — Em­ 
battled Jimmie Hcffa’s most 
loyal legions are on the left 
flank of the land.

— Industrial and political. It 
Is all on the record. There­ 
fore, their defense of him is 
understandable. But the lack of 
curiosity on the part of the 
Team sters who have been drawn 
into these alliances is not quite 
so comprehensible. 
If they, and the public, looked 
closely they would discover that 
one of the most active of those 
raising 
defense 
funds, dis­ 
tributing literature and speak­ 
ing in behalf of Hoffa is Harry 
Bridges, head of the Pacific 
Coast 
longshoremen’s union.

chief Allan 
Dulles as the conduit of money 
and manpower in the global 
fight against the U.S. 
It is Harry Bridges who is 
in the advance guard or rank- 
and - file committees and na­ 
tional defense committees for 
Jim Hoffa. 
And 
who 
i s Bridges* col­ 
league Louis Goldblatt? Part 
of the answer is in a con­ 
frontation between the crusad­ 
ing Senator McClellan and Mr. 
Goldblatt on July IO, 1959. The 
Senator asked Goldblatt: 
“ Now I will ask you lf you 
have In the past, any time in 
the past since you have been 
a member of a union, have you 
been a member of the Com­ 
munist Party?” 
Goldblatt,

ported today in a n editorial In 
the Journal of the American 
.Medical Association. 
The prescription drug, trany­ 
lcypromine sulfate (Parnate), 
was taken off the market last 
February by its manufacturer, 
Smith Kline and French Lab­ 
oratories, Philadelphia, “ after 
strong pressure from the FDA, 
but under firm protest by the 
company,” according to the edi­ 
torial, signed ty the AMA De­ 
partment of Drugs. 
Shortly before a public hear­ 
ing on the matter was to be held 
the editorial said the FDA an­ 
nounced that, after further re ­ 
view and study, it was perm it­ 
ting the drug to return to the 
market on the condition that 
the manufacturer call adequate 
attention to all potential hazards 
associated with the drug. 
Commenting 
on 
the FDA’ s 
handling of the situation, the 
editorial said, “ the New Drug 
Amendments of 1962 and the 
regulations they have engen­ 
dered have thrust tremendous 
adm inistrative responsibilities 
on an agency which is Inade­ 
quately staffed and which has 
been compelled to recruit per­ 
sonnel who have not yet had 
time to become adequately ex­ 
perienced. It Is understandable 
that 
they 
become extremely 
concerned about a drug, the tox­ 
icity of which apparently was 
enhanced by concurrent and or 
consecutive use of other agents 
and even by cheese and beer, 
to a degree not heretofore so 
well 
documented, at least In 
man.
